The family of Glen Race, 
who is facing murder 
charges for the deaths of 
two Nova Scotia men, held 
a press conference in their 
lawyer’s office yesterday. 

Glen first started show¬ 
ing signs of a mental ill¬ 
ness in his second year of 
university, Donna said, and 
he was diagnosed with 
schizophrenia soon after. 
He was admitted to mental 
health institutions but he 
escaped several times. 
There was no law in effect 
at the time to allow the 
parents to further institu¬ 
tionalize their son. 

Doug Race said he 
knows what led to his

hopes, if he’s found not 
criminally responsible, he 
could eventually apply for a 
release once time is served. 


► "I know that is something 
that fears a lot of people 
out there," Doug Race said. 
“But what people need to 
realize is it’s a complex ill¬ 
ness and when treated ... 
it's almost nil for any type 
of violent act to someone 
else." 

► Donna Race said the only 
direct contact she's had 
with the victims' families 
was with the mother of 
Darcy Manor, who gave 
her a hug. 


Glen wasn’t on medication 
at the time, said the family. 

“I believe he became so 
psychotic and so severely 
ill, I would call it his mon¬ 
ster overpowered him and 
he couldn’t fight it any¬ 
more,” said Donna. 

Glen, 29, is charged with 
the deaths of Michael Paul 
Knott, 44, of Timberlea and 
Trevor Charles Brewster, 
45, of Cole Harbour as well 
as the shooting death of 
Darcy Manor in upstate 
New York in May 2007. 

He was sentenced to life 
in prison in the U.S. in 
2009 before he was extra¬ 
dited to Canada last year. 

Mark Race said he hopes 
his son will be found not 
criminally responsible for 
the deaths of Brewster and 
Knott. They’re also looking 
at appealing the American 
conviction. 

The family said mental 
health needs more aware¬ 
ness and the system des¬ 
perately needs ftmding. 


Glen Race’s family wants 
him to stay in Canada. 

“We would love as a fam¬ 
ily that Glen would stay 
here for sure,” said his 
father, Mark Race. “He’s a 
Canadian citizen and his 
actions will come out that 
he wasn’t sane at that par¬ 
ticular time.” 

But according to the ex¬ 
tradition agreement, Glen 
has to return to the U.S. to 
complete his life sentence 
before returning to Canada 
to face any sentence here. 

The family’s lawyer, Joel 
Pink, said he’s waiting on 
advice to see if he’ll launch 
a constitutional challenge. 

“We have been told by 
American lawyers it will be 
very difficult because he’s 
been convicted of a federal 
offence and he’s doing a 
mandatory life 
imprisonment,” he said. 

Glen’s brother Doug 
Race said they’re looking at 
appealing the American 
conviction because an 
insane defence was never 
used. “In our opinion, my 
brother’s attorney at the 
time made a critical error 
in not putting forward the 
defence,” he said. “Getting 
him another trial in the 
U.S A. is the just thing to 
have done here.”

At least one municipal 
councillor is hesitant to 
jump on the bandwagon to 
keep the Canada Games 
speedskating oval on Hali¬ 
fax’s North Common.

Coun. Bob Harvey said 
while he’s pleased with the 
support for the oval, keep¬ 
ing it as is would be “a com¬ 
plete 180” in the 
municipality’s plans.

Harvey said yesterday. 


“(But) there are a lot of is¬ 
sues that have to be gone 
into on this, and a long 
hard look needs to be tak¬ 
en.” 

The municipality origi¬ 
nally planned to keep two 
of the six ice chillers re¬ 
quired to maintain the oval 
for an outdoor skating rink 
on the peninsula. HRM also 
owns a third chiller, which 
was earmarked for a rink 
somewhere in the munici¬ 
pality.

chillers belong to the Cana¬ 
da Games Host Society, 
with the municipality hav¬ 
ing first option on buying 
them at $100,000 each after 
the games conclude.

people can do on the North 
Common.

“And in order for us to 
address it compassionately, 
humanely and with a non- 
lethal solution, we need to 
look at collaborative meas¬ 
ures,” Kristin Williams said 
yesterday. 

Because of this, the Nova 
Scotia SPCA has decided to 
join the Year of the Cat 
Campaign. 

The campaign, named 
after the 2011 Vietnamese 
calendar, which is the year 
of the cat, aims to address 
the overpopulation of cats 
in Canada. 

Williams said the Nova 
Scotia SPCA attempted to 
address this issue last year 


with a non-lethal solution 
by spaying or neutering 
stray and feral cats. But she 
said provincial laws only 
wound up covering owned 
cats that were abused. 

“Feral and stray cats real¬ 
ly do fall in the gap,” she ex¬ 
plained. “They’re not 
protected under municipal, 
provincial or federal legisla¬ 
tion.” 

Williams said in this 
campaign, provincial ani¬ 
mal welfare groups and vet¬ 
erinarians will be better 
able to care for local cats by 
setting up low cost spay and 
neuter programs. 

She also said groups like 


Pierre’s Alley Cat Society, 
who monitors feral cat 
colonies, will capture the 
cats and neuter them, then 


release them. The homeless 
cats, she said, would be sent 
to shelters until a home can 
be found. 


Disaster deal 
renewed 

AID. The Nova Scotia 
government and the 
Canadian Red Cross 
have renewed an agree¬ 
ment to provide help to 
residents affected by 
disaster or emergency. 
Red Cross officials say 
the deal gives them a 
foundation for planning 
and procurement and 
allows for the 
recruitment and train¬ 
ing of volunteers.

Belgium set to boot Canadian in sex case 


Belgian officials say they 
plan to expel a Canadian 
priest facing sex charges 
involving Inuit children in 
Nunavut. 

Eric Dejaeger, who was 
originally Belgian but lost 
that status when he be¬ 
came a Canadian citizen, 
remains wanted in Canada 
on warrants issued in 2002 
for sex crimes alleged to 
have happened 30 years 
ago in Igloolilc. 

Dejaeger, 63, has been 
living in Belgium for years 


— far longer than the legal 
limit of three months for 
Canadians without a visa. 

“That is the reason he 
has been arrested and is 
being held in a detention 
centre awaiting his explu- 
sion to Canada,” said a Bel¬ 
gian embassy official. 

The former Arctic mis¬ 
sionary, who appears on 
Interpol's wanted list, is 
being held in a detention 
centre for illegal residents 
in Bruges. He could end up 
back in Canada in weeks. 



“It's a bit like in Canada 
— as soon as it's estab¬ 
lished that he’s illegally re¬ 
siding in our countiy, it 
can go quite fast,” said the 
Belgian official, who point¬ 
ed out Dejaeger may ap¬ 
peal the expulsion. “We’re 
sending him back. He’s a 
Canadian citizen illegally 
residing in Belgium.” 

Canadian officials were 
not immediately available 
to comment.

Police may turn a blind eye 
to the sale of unlicensed 
medical marijuana in 
British Columbia, but the 
tax man doesn’t.

At a news conference be¬ 
fore the event’s medal 
games, International Ice 
Hockey Federation 
president Rene Fasel 
turned to Dave Ogrean, 

USA Hockey’s executive di¬ 
rector, and said, “I think 
you can be veiy happy to 
have this championship so 
close to the Canadian bor¬ 
der.” 

Ogrean could only smile 
in knowing agreement, as 
an ebullient mass of Cana¬ 
dian fans have papered 
over HSBC Arena in red 
throughout the 
tournament. 

“A few more probably 
did come over the border 
than we had anticipated or 
hoped,” Ogrean said. 

“The enthusiasm of the 
fans in North America is ex¬ 
ceptional and the enthusi¬ 
asm of the fans in Canada 
is, quite frankly, second to 
none.”

A Russian team with a 
flair for drama took ad¬ 
vantage of a devastating 
Canadian collapse and 
claimed the gold medal at 
the world junior hockey 
championship. 

Trailing 3-0 going into 
the third period, Russia 
scored five times in the fi¬ 
nal 20 minutes in a 5-3 
win over Canada that 
doused the energy of a full 
house of Maple Leaf-clad 
fans at HSBC Arena in Buf¬ 
falo last night. 

Artemi Panarin, Maxim 
Kitsyn and Vladimir 
Tarasenko struck quickly 
in the opening 7:29 of the

The quick goals from a 
highly skilled Russian 
squad evoked images of 
their late comeback wins 
over Finland and Sweden 
in their two previous 
games.

Canadian net and fed Pa¬ 
narin for the tournament¬ 
winning goal.

Mary’s, the alma mater of 
fellow Cole Harbour native 
Sidney Crosby. 

He is tied for third in 
team scoring at the under- 
16 level with 25 goals 
among 51 points in 21 
games and has made an im¬ 
pression with both his skill 
and his work ethic. 

“He’s a dynamic player, a 
special player. He has 
tremendous speed, a terrif¬ 
ic shot and a bright future,” 
Leland said. “Not only does 
he have a high skill level, 
he competes hard, has a 
high battle level and wants 
to do well.” 

MacKinnon, who will al¬ 
so star for Nova Scotia at 
the Canada Games in Hali¬ 
fax next month, is already a 
top prospect for the 2011 
QMJHL draft along with 
Quebec natives Anthony 
Duclair and Jeremy Gre- 
goire. 

While draft rankings 
won’t be announced until 
April, the buzz in the scout¬ 
ing community indicates 
MacKinnon will be No. 1. 
His showing at the world 
under-17 only strengthened 
that. 

“He’s a player all teams 
are going to want,” said 
Patrick Charbonneau, direc¬ 
tor of QMJHL central scout¬ 
ing. “He’s one of the best 
players we’ve had in the 
past few drafts. He’s up 
there with Sean Couturier 
and Brandon Gormley.”
